Claims 12^ 16, 21, & 22 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Gasser 5, 630, 407 . 

Gasser shows a bow having a stabilizer 6; a base 
element 7 mounted to the riser; and legs 8, 9 mounted to 
stubs 14, 15 on the base element, the legs and stabilizer 
having ends 10 which define a plane. It would be possible 
for the legs 8, 9 and another bow component, such as a. cam, 
to cooperate to form a tripod to support the bow; although 
Gasser does not describe the legs as a stand, the device of 
Gasser shows all structure claimed and could be used as a 
stand with no structural change. 

Claims 1, 3-6, 8, 9, & 23-25 are allowed. 
Claims 17. & 20 are objected to as being dependent upon 
a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten 
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in independent form including all of the limitations of the 

base claim and any intervening claims,
